British chancellor of the exchequer, 
W inston S. Churchill.

w as necessary to prove, In addi­ 
tion to negligence, th at either the 
owner himself or someone acting

agent, was th* operator of the of­ 
fending 
machine. 
lf 
th* 
owner 
proved that the operator of the of­ 
fending 
machine 
wa* 
merely 
friend, or a relative, or even a Wife 
or husband, but out on no busi­ 
ness of the owner, he th u s escaped 
legal responsibility for an y negli­ 
gence In th* handling of his ve­ 
hicle. 
A new section num bered 3714*,, 
has linen added to th* Civil Code, 
the 
provisions 
of 
which 
chang- 
this situation. Thi* section will be­ 
come effective August 3ft next.. By 
its term s an owner will be liable 
for any damage carelessly done by 
th* operator of hi* m achine, re­ 
gardless of the relationship ex ist­ 
ing between the owner and such 
operator, so long as the operator 
ha* permission from the ow ner to 
use the latter * machine. 
It v ll 
no longer be necessary 
to prove 
that the owner wa* the driver of 
th* 
offending 
machine; 
or

the operator, if not th* owner, wa* 
an a ren t or servant of the owner, 
m d upon th* business of the ow n­ 
er at th* tim* th* negligent act 
w as committed.

under the famous Hiram Conibear, now works for the undoing of his 
Alm a Mater. 
As mentor for the I niversity of California oarsmen, Ebright not 
only has succeeded in whipping the crews from his own university but 
he has established a record that has never been approached in the annals 
of rowing. 
L a '! year his giant oarsmen swept tire waters all the way from Lake 
Washington, rn Seattle, to Amsterdam, winning IO races over both th- 
intercollegiate and the Henley distances, and bringing the world title 
back to Berkeley. 
Then the mantle of fame was 
thrust on 
the squared 
shoulders of this little fellow’ who can coerce men almost 
twice his size into rowing until their hearts are ready to break 
through their naked chests. 
But the wreathes of acclaim didn’t affect Ebright’s head. 
“ Let’s forget that Olympic games business,” he exhorted his 
crewmen every day. 
“ W e ’ve got to beat Washington this 
year and win that Poughkeepsie regatta again.’’ 
And on April I 3, the Californians walked away from 
the Washington crew over a three-mile couise, finishing with 
surprising freshness seven lengths in the lead.
